Thousands Leave Ships— 
Threat of Nation-Wide 
Strike Rises as CIO 
Awaits Deadline on 
Walkout It Voted. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
Thousands of AFL seamen walked 
off their ships in American sea- 
ports today, adding the threat of 
an AFL strike to the grave mari- 
time labor situation. 

As the AFL men met in simul- 
taneous “stop-work” meetings at 
2 p.m.—in some cases the men left 
their ships several hours earlier— 
Harry Lundeberg, president of the 
AFL Seafarers International 
Union, said in San Francisco it 
was possible that the emergency 
meetings woul ddevelop into a 
nation-wide maritime strike. 

At New York, an official of the 
AFL Sailors Union of The Pacific 
said that 5000 New York seamen 
had expressed unanimous senti- 
ment in favor of a strike. 

The seamen met simultaneously 
with those in 30 other Atlantic, 
Gul and Pacific coast ports to 
shape a labor policy for the en- 
tire membership of 62,000. 

Strike Vote Move. 


“The meeting has voted to im- 
mediately put into action the ap- 
paratus to take a strike vote,” 
said the spokesman following a 
meeting attended by the Sea- 
farers’ Union and the Sailors’ 
Union. 

{At Seattle, the United Press re- 
ported, Secretary of Labor Lewis 
B. Schwellenbach told delegates to 
the international maritime con- 
ference that the United States 
delegation would support a pro- 
posal for an interfiational mini- 
mum wage for seamen.) 

Until today the maritime crisis 
centered on CIO unions whose 
representatives were in Washing- 
ton.

Negotiations between the NMU 
and eastern ship operators con- 
tigued at the Department of 
Labor amid signs they were reach- 
ing a deadlock after the opera- 
tors’ rejection of the union’s last 
offer—a 44-hour week at sea. Sea- 
men now work 56. The union first 
demanded a 40-hour week. 

There were reports that the 
war shipping administration 
might step into the talks soon, 
shoving the operators aside and 
dealing directly with the CIO 
maritime leaders, Harry Bridges 
and Joe Curran.

BRITISH PROPOSAL ON INDIA 


Council Overwhelmingly Indorses Cabinet 
Delegation Plan for an Independent 
Federation. 


NEW DELHI, June 6 (AP)— 


overwhelming approval to the 
British cabinet delegation's plan 
for Indian independence in an in- 
formal voice vote this morning, 
coucil members said after a four 


and one-half hour closed meeting. 
The members said the vote in- 
dicated a “large majority in favor” 
would be recorded this evening 
when a formal ballot is scheduled 
on a resolution setting forth the 
league’s attitude toward the pro- 
posal for a constituent assembly 
to draft basic laws for an inde- 
pendent Indian Federation. 
Mahomed Ali Jinnah,. president 
of the Moslem League, criticized 
the British proposals sharply yes- 
terday in an address at the open- 
ing session of the council, reaf- 
firming demands for a separate 
Moslem state (Pakistan). After 


The Moslem League Council gave 


the voting, however, he com- 


mended the council's decision. 

The cotincil is composed of 475 
delegates representing the Mos- 
lem League members in 11 prov- 
ines. 

Jinnah said members of the 
Moslem League’s Working Com- 
mittee, which Tuesday night con- 
cluded a two-day session, had left 
the decision for the full council to 
make, and told the members: 

“You are completely free to take 
any course you choose. But as far 
as Pakistan is concerned, Moslem 
India will not rest until it is 
achieved.” 

Jinnah said delay would not 
benefit either the British or the 
Hindus and that the quickest way 
to agreement on Indian indepen- 
dence was for them to “accept 
Pakistan.” He said the Congress 
party press was pleased by the 
British proposals, which he called 
“these sugar-coated pills,” and 
added that there was “little sugar 
in them.” 


ABOUT 2 OF EVERY 3 
WOMEN WALK OUT 
ON JURY SERVICE 


Most of 25 Negroes in New 
Group to Serve—All Taking 
Test Impress Judge. 


Women are still avoiding jury 
service in droves. Today almost 
two thirds of the who 
answered summons to take qual- 
ifying tests in the Civil Courts 
Building walked out when in- 
formed their service was optional. 
Women become eligible to serve 
on juries for the first time in this 
state on July 1. 

Although no excuse is required 
of women in order to avoid serv- 
ice, many of those who left today 
listed jobs, housewifely duties and 
small children as the primary 
reasons why they declined to 
qualify. Virtually all of about 25 
Negro women summoned elected 
to remain and take the test.

MERGER OF ORGANIZED LABOR 
IS URGED BY PETRILLO’S UNION 


Federation of Musicians’ Seeks 
Unity to Fight Anti-Labor 
Legislation. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Fie., June 
6 (UP)—The American Federation 
of Musicians today urged all 
groups of organized labor to 
merge membership and jointly 

con.bat anti-labor legislation. 

The musicians, in a resolution, 
said that “unity of action by all 
forces of labor” is not enough, 
“but actual merger of member- 
ship and joint afiliation is neces- 
sary” to bring to bear on Congress 
the “political force and power” of 
organized labor. 

The resolution, put through the 
AFM convention under the gavel 
of President James C. Petrillo, de- 
nounced the Lea and Case bills. 

The proposal urged the AFL, the 
CIO and the railroad brotherhoods 
to present a vigorous and com- 
bined front against anti-labor leg- 
islation. 


RECEIVER FOR T. F. & W. 
IS NAMED BY U.S, COURT 


Judge Says Refusal to Deal With 
Unions in Abandonment of 
Operations. 

PEORIA, III., June 6 (UP)— 
United States District Judge J. 
Leroy Adair today appointed Fred 
Windish, Galesburg, III., as re- 
ceiver for the strike-bound Toledo, 
Peoria & Western railroad. He de- 
clared the railroad’s refusal to 
bargain with the rail brotherhoods 
and other actions “constituted 
abandonment of operations.” 

In an action, apparently without 
legal precedent, Judge Adair said 
that the public had a right to be 
supplied with efficient service at 
all reasonable times, and un- 
der federal laws the railroad is 
expected to maintain this service. 

Judge Adair acted at the re- 
quest of 19 firms which contended 
they had been deprived of service 
by a strike of railroad brother- 
hoods on the line.

SENATE GROUP

RETAIL GROCERS 
DENOUNCE IN 
SALES, CALL FOR 


Having Undesirable 
Produce Forced on 
Members Seeking 
Scarce Foods. 


Representatives of two associa- 
tions of retail grocers, with more 
than 2000 members in the city and 
county, today denounced the vi- 
cious system of ‘tie-in fruit and 
vegetable sales practiced, by some 
Third street jobbers as a “repre- 
hensible” practice, which should 
be broken up. 

“Our hats would be off to any 
Government agency, or organiza- 
tion, which can break up this 
racket,” asserted Eugene F. Reu- 
er, president of the Retail Gro- 
cers’ Association of 525 members. 

Reuter, himself a merchant, ob- 
served: “I have had many a box 


of grapefruit foisted off on me in 
order to get desirable oranges for

Committee Prepares to 
Send Measure to Floor

WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
The Senate Banking Committee to- 
day approved a drastically amend- 
ed price control extension bill to- 
day and prepared to send it to 
the Senate floor for action next 


week. 
Majority Leader Barkley (Ken- 
itucky), said he will formally re- 
port the measure, but he told re- 
porters that his action is not to 
be construed as an indorsement of 
numerous amendments or of the 
bill as a whole. 
The bill, perfected late yester- 
day, was agreed on today without 
record vote. “And without any 
enthusiasm, either,” observed Sen- 
ator Millikin (Rep.), Colorado. 
The House already has passed 
a nine-month extension bill which 
Administration spokesmen have 
said would mean the end of price 
control next month unless the 
Senate took a different tack. 
Major Features of Bill. 
Here are some of the major 
features of the Senate bill, con- 
demned as “monstrous” by Stabi- 
lization Director Chester Bowles 
even before its completion: 
1. Price control over livestock, 
meat, poultry, eggs and dairy 
products would end this June 30, 


2. The Secretary of Agricul- 
ture rather than the Price Ad- 
ministrator would say what oth- 
er farm products could be kept 
under price ceilings. 


3. A decontrol board, inde- 
pendent of the Office of Price 
Administrator, would be estab- 
lished with power to overturn 
the Price Administrator’s refusal 
to lift controls from any spe- 
cific commodity. 

4. “Cost absorption” would be 
out. OPA would be forbidden to 
interfere with normal markups 
and discounts of wholesalers and 
retaflers of so-called “reconver- 
sion items.” These include au- 
tomobiles, refrigerators, radios, 
washing machines and similar 
items whose wartime production 
was curtailed 25 per cent or 
more by Governments order. 

5. The two billion dollars in 
subsidies requested by OPA 
would be cut to $1,100,000,000, 
with a provision that no food 
subsidies could be paid after 
May 1, 1947. If the decontrol 
of meat and dairy products 
stands up in the Senate, the food 
subsidies probably will be cut to 
about $400,000,000 for the 10 
months, The subsidies are paid 
to growers and processors to 
make up for higher production 
costs not passed on to the public

Reuter said. tie-in sales, born of 
wartime shortages, have become a 
common practice in dealings be- 
tween grocers and jobbers, and 
are “reprehensible.” “We are pow- 
erless to do anything about it, but 
we certainly would like to,” Reu- 
ter asserted. He added that his 
group meets next Tuesday night,” 
and probably will devote the eve- 
ning to complaints and discussion 
of tie-ins, racket sales and other 
black market activities.” 

“Millions” in Overcharges. 

Joseph Stevens, field secretary 
of the Individual Retail Grocers’ 
Association, with 1500 members, 
estimated that St. Louis retail food 
mer * had 
been overcharged “millions” dur- 
ing the last three years through 
the vicious practice of tie-in sales. 
The overcharges are passed on to 
the consumer, Stevens asserted, 
adding materially to the already 
high cost of living. 

The tie-in practice has become 
so common that many reputable 
merchants have come to accept it 
as “part of the game,” Stevens 
observed. Stevens was critical of 
OPA enforcement, asserting that 
he had made numerous complaints 
to OPA officials, who informed 
him they can not control the pro- 
ducers and manufacturers, but can 
control the small retailer. “Just 
last week the OPA told me they 
can not control the tie-in and 
black market on Third street, but 
hoped to do something about it 
through the small merchants,” 
Stevens stated. 

Stevens said one of his latest 
complaints to the OPA involved 
shipments of plantains, with ship- 
ments of bananas, which were 
jtied-in with banana purchases. 
Plantains, larger than the ordi- 
nary banana, are less sweet and 
more starchy and are unpalatable 
unless cooked. “The retailers had 
to take them, or no bananas,” 
Stevens said. 

Some bananas are retailed as 
high as 17 cents a pound, 6 cents 
above ceiling, as a result of the 
tie-in overcharge, under which the 
grocer must pay above market 
prices for a plentiful or undesir- 
able fruit or vegetable, Stevens 
‘aid, He cited an instance, called

CHICAGO, June 6 (UP)—Em- 
ployes were called on to check the, 
start of the La Salle Hotel fire 
which took 58 lives, but failed be- 
cause it spread too rapidly, hotel 
workers testified today at one of 
six investigations. 
Two elevator operators told of 
efforts to find extinguishers and 
bring them into play. They testi- 
fied at a hearing conducted by 
Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Henry Eckhardt, city fire at- 
torney. 
Emil Landsess, freight elevator 
operator, said he had no chance“ 
to use the extinguishers, although 
he saw some in front of the door 
of his car when he took it to a 
lower floor in a search for the 
hotel manager, 

Filed for His Life. 

Eddie Kowalski, another opera- 
tor, said that a hotel engineer ran 
into the lobby with an extinguish- 
er after the fire began, but 
dropped it and fled for his life 
as the flames blossomed out, 

Kowalski said he first. noticed 
smoke as he was descending from 
an upper floor in his elevator and 
that he first saw flames along a 
crack between the base of the 
wall and a dummy door which ad- 
joins the door of his car. 

The dummy. door, a section of 
panelling designed to resemble the 
elevator doorways, stands between 
the door of No. 4 elevator and the 
lobby entrance to the Silver 
Lounge, a cocktail bar where the 
fire may have started. On the 
other side of the wall, behind the 
dummy door, is a cushioned seat 
in the Silver Lounge and a guest 
noticed smoke coming from the 
cushion about the same time. 

“Elevator All Aflame.” 7 

“Then my elevator was all 
aflame,” Kowalski said. “In two 
or three minutes there was fire 
everywhere. I never saW an ex- 
tinguisher used. A man from the 
engineer’s room came up. Flames 
were shooting out of the Silver 
Lounge by then. He put the ex- 
tinguisher down and ran. 

“The thing went up so fast I 
couldn’t believe it. It spread to 
the mezzanine over the carved 
wood. An elevator came down, 
with a passenger. He pushed the 
operator back into the elevator 
and ran out. . no one seemed 
to want to move, they just stood 
and watched. It moved so fas 
you’d believe the place was cov- 
ered with gasoline.” 

He said he heard “three explo- 
sions,” and that the fire was mov- 
ing like a “huge blow torch.” 

Grabbed Seltzer Bottles. 

Frieda Marianos, waitress in the 
Silver Lounge, cocktail bar, said 
her first sight of the fire came 
while she was waiting on three 
guests sitting on a cushioned seat 
along a wall back of a dummy 
door in the lobby. The door re- 
sembles an elevator door, but is a 
false front. 

Miss Marianos said the guests 
noticed smoke and pulled out the 
seat. A gust of smoke billowed 
up, she said, and she ran out and 
called a house detective. 

A bartender came with seltzer 
bottles, she said. By the time she 
returned to the lounge, she said, 
she heard “two noises” and then 
the wall seemed to cave in. She 
di not explain the “two noises.”

CITY FIRE RULES 
CHANGE PROPOSED 
IOAFFECT HOTELS 


Kammann Expresses 
Fear Tragedy Similar 
to One in Chicago 
Could Occur Here. 


Revision of the city’s safety or- 
dinances to require owners of ho- 
tels built before safety regula- 
tions were incorporated in the 


building code to make basements 
fire-resistive, or install standard 
sprinkler systems throughout the 
buildings, is under consideration 
by city officials. This was an- 
nounced today by Director of Pub- 
lic Safety Charles J. Riley. s 

Fire Marshal Walter H. Kam- 
mann, expressing fear that fires 
such as the La Salle Hotel fire 
in Chicago yesterday might occur 
in “quite a number of hotels” 
here, advocated adoption of an 
ordinance to require. operators of 
hotels here to make the changes. 

He has submitted a draft of a 
proposed ordinance to Riley. The 
bill would require owners of ho- 
tels which are not of fire-resistive 
construction to inclose the base- 
ments and all openings leading 
from them, such as elevator 
shafts, with metal lath and plas- 
ter. Installation of sprinkler sys- 
tems is an alternative, 

“The basements in some old 
buildings are, for the most part, 
in poor condition,” Kammann said, 
“and a fire starting there could 
Spread rapidly through some 
structures.” 

Riley agreed with Kammann as 
to the advisability of adopting the 
change, as did Building Commis- 
sioner A. H. Baum and Fire Chief 
Frank Egenriether. 

“Most of the large hotels in the 
city are of f!-e-resistive construc- 
tion,” Baum said. “The hotels at 
which the proposed ordinance is 
directed are those which were 
built 35 and more years ago, be- 
fore the building code required 
fire-resistive construction.” 

Egenriether and Baum said the 
city, for the last two years, had 
been trying to persuade owners of 
such hotels to make the recom- 
mended improvements. They said 
most of the owners have been co-

The subcommittee recommend- 
ed that the General Assembly ask 
the members of the United Na- 
tions to sever relations with Ma- 
drid if Franco still is in power 
in September when the Assembly 
convenes here. 

Dr. Evatt, saying that as long 
as Franco remains in power 
there is likely to be a situation 
of international concern,” assert- 
ed: “Here is a challenge to the 
United Nations.” 

The Australian, sitting in the 
Council for the first time, opened 
debate on the subcommittee’s re- 
port with a declaration that the 
time had come for the Council to 
determine what practical mea- 
sures can be taken by the U. N.

Before the Council began its 
session after a 15-day recess, the 
spokesman for a delegation repre- 
sented on the subcommittee said 
he understood one of the Big 
Three—United States, Britain and 
Russia—might invoke the veto un- 
less the report is modified. He 
expressed hope, however, that 
the committee’s conclusions on 
Spain would be adopted “without 
too much cutting or watering 
down.”

NO APPEASEMENT 
POLICY EMERGES 
IN BRITISH DEBATE 


Labor and Conservatives 

*United in Stand on 
Russia — Open Mind 
Attitude Generally.

LONDON, June 6 (AP)—After 
two days of debate in the House 
of Commons in which the Con- 
servative opposition sustained the 
Labor governments policy toward 
the Soviet Union, the British at- 
titude on foreign affairs appeared 
today to sum up to this: 

1. Determination to approach 
the new four-power foreign min- 
isters conference in Paris June 
15 with an open mind, but with 
the limitation that there will be 
no appeasement of Russia. 

2. Acceptance of the view 
that, if compromise fails, peace 
treaties for Europe should be 
considered by the other 21 bel- 
ligerents of the United Nations, 
regardless of Soviet views. 

3. Regretful acknowledge- 
ment, as expressed by Winston 
Churchill, that, although a 
united world is desirable, “it is 
also better to have a world 
divided than a world destroyed.” 

British government sources as 

well as authoritative diplomatic 
quarters are pessimistic about the 
chances that Moscow. will com- 
promise on matters in its pri- 
mary zone of influence. This zone 
has been described as reaching 
westward from Stettin in the 
north to Trieste on the Adriatic 
and including all the Russian oc- 
cupation zone of Germany. 

In this zone, where Churchill 
declared “the seeds of a new 
world war are being sown” if 
they are being sown anywhere, 
western diplomats have noted a 
Soviet determination to hold a 
position of dominant influence. 

Both Prime Minister Attlee and 
Foreign Secretary Bevin have com- 
mitted Britain to the policy of 
organizing a federated Germany 
bound with political and economic 
ties to neighboring countries. They 
also have committed Britain to 
support United States Secretary 
of State Byrnes's plan for a 25 
year four-power alliance to keep 
Germany disarmed. Whether 
Russia will accept the principle of 
federation and recede from oppo- 
sition to Byrnes’s proposal is un- 
certain. 

Diplomats say they believe it 
significant, however, that Com- 
munist propaganda in the west- 
ern zone of Germany is advocating 
a centralized Reich rather than 
a federated Germany. This may 
be because the Russians believe 
centralization: would strengthen 
their influence through all Ger- 
many and well beyond their pres- 
ent zone of occupation.

Describing this as “your decl- 
sion,” he said “it is one your par- 
ents failed to make a generation 
before you.” 

The Missouri-born head of the 
Veterans’ Administration Said 
they failed because “they retreat- 
ed from the world when their 
strength was needed most” and 
because “they feared war more 
than they valued peace.” 

“In a morally bankrupt world 
that cried for leadership and 
strength, they chose isolation and 


weakness,” he said. 

“When war came—as it must to 
any nation that neglects. the 
chance to avert it—it brought 
early and costly defeats that 
trebled the price of victory.” 

Calls U.N. Best Hope. 

Gen. Bradley declared that the 
United Nations “offers the best 
hope of survival,” but warned that 
it can succeed only when nations 
meet in open discussion to antici- 
pate and expose the causes of 
war; when nations reveal their 
interests by plain statements of 
their intentions and when they 
bring their policies into line with 
prnciples to which they are 
pledged.” 

While we contribute leadership. 
we must also stand by with 
strength,“ he added. “At this crit- 
ical juncture, we can accomplish 
more as a securely-armed cham- 
pion of co-operation than we can 
as an unarmed believer.” 

Asserting that there are those 
“who maintain that war and an- 
archy among nations are inevit- 
able,” that there is “no precedent 
for peace,” he recalled the June 6 
of two years ago when an Allied 
army struggled ashore to the coast 
of France. 

All the Difficulties Cited. 

„At one time it was declared by 
arni-chair alarmists that we could 
expect a quarter of a million cas- 
ualties in landing,” he said. They 
pointed to difficulties of the Nor- 
mandy shore. They spoke of the 
strength of the German defenses. 

“They said that invasion on this 
huge scale had never succeeded 
before. 

“In that respect they were right. 

“But they went wrong on their 
guesses when they under-rated the 
American soldier. They had for- 
gotten that he was trained and 
equipped for victory. 

“From the outset in planning 
the ‘invasion, we banked every- 
thing on success. . . When as- 
sault troops reached the coast of 
France, they clung to the beach 
and crawled inland. They had 
confidence in their ability to win; 
faith in the staying power of their 
forces. 

“Today we need as strong a 
faith jn the staying forces for 
peace, 

“It is the faith that you can give 
us.” 

Following his address he re- 
ceived the honorary degree of 
Doctor of Laws from the univer- 
sity and Dr. Frederick A. Middle- 
bush, president of the institution, 
conferred degrees on 506 seniors 
and graduate students.

SIX MILLION CITY DEFICIT 
BY APRIL 1948 FORECAST 


Research Institute's 


Estimate Based on 


Present Revenues, Without Cut in 
Costs or New Income. 


The Governmental Research In- 
stitute today forecast a municipal 
deficit of $6,000,000 by April 1948, 
unless future expenditures are re- 
duced below the level of current 
appropriations or new sources of 
revenue are found, 

The fact-finding agency pointed 
out the budget for the current 
year is based on an estimated 
revenue of $25,006,400 but calls for 
expenditures of $29,729,610; appro- 
priations thus exceeding revenue 
by $4,723,210. However, the pros- 
pective deficit for the current 
year is reduced to only $1,235,943 
by virtue of a balance in the Mu- 
nicipal Revenue Fund of $3,487,- 
266 at the beginning of the year. 

As the fiscal year 1947-48 will 
start without an unappropriated 
balance in the fund, the accumu- 
lated deficits at the end of that 
year will reach $6,000,000, the in- 
stitute estimates. The figure 
takes no account of increased 
costs resulting from Mayor Aloys 
F. Kaufmann's recommendation | 


for salary increases, a pension 
plan for employes and expansion 
o* present services which, with in- 
creased police salaries, would add 
$3,971,160 to government costs.

The board called on local unions 
to send telegrams and letters to 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach, 
Truman and the War Shipping 
Administration, notifying them of 
the UAW's opinions. 

The UAW executives appealed 
to the CIO to mobilize its union 
chapters behind its drive for a 
volunteer army and world-wide 
disarmament. It expressed also 
support of the CIO’s opposition to 
draft extensions.

Miss Blair said that after don- 
ning her robe and slippers she 
opened the door into the hallway. 
She couldn't smell the smoke, she 
said, but she could “taste it.” An 
accident seven years ago in which 
she lost her sight also impaired 
her sense of smell. 

Following Fawn into the hall- 
way, she related, she made her 
way through “noise, smoke and 
confusion.” 

She said: 

“A man helped me and my dog 
over the window sill and onto a 
fire escape landing. Some of the 
people must have stepped aside to 
let me out first. 

“Fawn had been nervous, and 
apparently blinded by smoke, but 
once on the landing Fawn calmed 
down completely. 

“On the way down 1 heard a 
woman shout, “Hurry, hurry, and 
then a man told her there was a 
blind girl ahead, No one urged 
me to hurry again. No one crowd- 
ed or shoved me.”

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Navy Says Deep-Water Atom Test 
Scientists Urge Can't Be Done in' 46 


Officers Plan for Such an Experiment Next 
Year—Enormous Technical Dif- 
ficulties Cited. 


By JOSEPH HANLON

WASHINGTON, June 6—Mount- 
ing criticism of the Bikini atom 
bomb test to be held next month 
finds the Navy unwilling to en- 
gage in controversy with atom sci- 


entists who have been asserting 
that only a deep-water explosion 
will show the maximum damage 
an atom bomb can achieve against 


The Navys answer is that a 

deep water test is planned for 
next year, and, for technical rea- 
sons, could not be accomplished 
this year. 
A top ranking naval officer as- 
signed to “Operations Crossroads,” 
as the Bikini experiment has been 
designated, told the Post-Dispatch 
there appeared to be no doubt that 
progressively greater results would 
be obtained by an explosion in the 
air, an explosion on or slightly 
beneath the surface of the sea, 
and a deep water explosion. 

The first test at Bikini atoll in 
the Pacific will be an explosion of 
a Nagasaki type atom bomb sev- 
eral hundred feet above an an- 
chored target fleet of 100 ships. 
The second, to be undertaken 
three or four weeks after the 
first, will be a surface test. By 
that term, the Navy means up to 
about 100 feet deep. This test 
should show what the atom bomb 


can do against ships in a harbor. 

Enormous technical difficulties 
are involved in the proposed deep- 
water test in which the bomb is 
to be exploded at a depth of per- 
haps 3000 feet. : 

There is first of all the prob- 
lem of getting the bomb to that 
depth; there is the problem of de- 
tonating it when it gets there; 
and there is the problem of mak- 
ing sure that the target will be 
somewhere near when the bomb 
goes off. The target presumably 
would be a moving fleet. 

The first problem will require 
construction of some sort of con- 
tainer resembling a bathysphere 
or super-submarine, This difficul- 
ty may be better understood when 
it is considered that submarines 
have not yet been built that will 
operate at depths as much as 1000 
feet. 

The second requires develop- 
ment of a hydrostatic trigger to 
set off the bomb at the desired 
depth, or possibly of a system of 
pressure-resisting cables. 


The third involves questions of | 


timing and concealment, There 
will be a substantial time interval 
between launching of the bomb 
at the surface and its arrival at 
3000 feet. How long that interval 


will be depends on the specific 


gravity of the bomb container as 
it finally is designed, but it most 
certainly will be such as to require 
that the bomb be propelled to

peddier sold two bananas for 15 
cents as an example of the over- 
charges paid by the consumer, He 
added that the retailer, faced with 
various shortages and high over- 
head, must pass some of the bur- 
de.. to the consumer. 


Virtually all of the retail gro- 
cers interviewed by Post-Dispatch 
reporters admitted making tie-in 
prchases at one time or another, 
although some declared they had 
become disgusted with the prac- 
tice and had ceased handling 
scarce articles, such as bananas 
and large size oranges, except in 
small quantities. 


Oliver L. Steinbrugge, grocer at 
8209 North Broadway, told a re- 
porter that, in order to buy 
bananas he was forced to take 
four or five “lugs” of tomatoes 
(28 pounds) for which he paid 
$3.25 a “lug.” He could have 
bought the tomatoes through his 
central buying agency for $2.50 
a “lug,” Steinbrugge said. “I lost 
on the deal because I had to sell 
the tomatoes in competition with 
five other stores in the neighbor- 
hood, but I got bananas,” the 
grocer observed. 

Steinbrugge added that last win- 
ter he was forced to buy grape- 
fruit and Florida oranges, which 
he described as “a drug on the 
market,” to get bananas. He was 
forced to pay $3.20 a box for 
grapefruit, which was selling on 
the market for $2.25, he recalled. 

Joe Phipps, whose market is at 
1916 Union boulevard, told a re- 
porter that last year he was 
forced to pay $1 above the $2 
market price for a “lug” of to- 
matoes to get bananas and de- 
sirable oranges. Following a 
warning from his central purchas- 
ing agency that such practices 
were “not worthwhile,” Phipps 
stopped trying to supply his cus- 
tomers with bananas, he said 
Customers bought bananas at oth- 
er stores and brought them to 
him to be weighed, revealing that 
they had paid 17 cents a pound 
for the fruit, Phipps added. 

Val Bechtold, who operates Val’s 
Market at 3905 West Florissant 
avenue, asserted he had refused to 
handle bananas because of the 
tie-in requirements, I didn't 
want to do business that way, 30 
I went without,” he observed, 

A large West End market op- 
erator told a reporter: “Half the 
jobbers on Third street force tie-in 
gales on their grocer customers, 
and there is nothing the grocer 
can do about it if he wants to 
keep his customers satisfied. It 
is impossible for the retailer to 
absorb that overcharge, he must 
pass it on to the consumer.” 

Clifford Cummins, market oper- 
ator at 2610 Marcus avenue, said 
he was assured he could buy ba- 
manas and apples, which were 


“hot” recently, if he would take 


tie-ins. “I’m satisfied to stay out 
of trouble and get along with a 
few bananas I buy at ceiling 
prices from a small dealer,” Cum- 
mins asserted. Cummins observed 
that it is “absurd” to believe the 


grocer can absorb the tie-in over- 
charge. 

Ray Caldwell, whose market is 
at 3501 South Spring avenue, 
termed the tie-in “the scandal of 
the market business.” He said he 
now obtains only a few bananas 
from a peddler at ceiling prices. 
He quit purchasing from one pro- 
duce firm some time ago because 
two sacks of rotten, and unor- 
dered, potatoes arrived with an 
order for bananas. 

The potatoes were so bad he 
had to keep them outside the

Tracy 
added that it is “common know 
edge” that tie-in buying is the 
method of obtaining desirable 
items. “That is the reason cash is 
bulging in the pockets of the pro-

Other grocers told of being 
billed for tie-in items, which they 
never received and of paying cut- 
off prices for bananas, which 
were weighed on the stalk. Most 
agreed that the overcharges were 
passed on to the consumer, 


Banana jobbers told a reporter 
that the black market flourishes 
because they must pay agents 
“under the table” fees of $500 to 
$1000 at ports of entry for the op- 
portunity of buying a consignment 
of fruit. These jobbers said they 
were forced to buy in Florida 
ports, or in New Orleans, because 
they are not on the 1942 customers’ 
list of the Fruit Dispatch Co., 
principal banana agent here, They 
admitted that a reasonable profit 
is possible.if they are able to buy 
at ceiling prices, but most favor 
elimination of OPA controls.

Spokesmen for the two theaters, 
the Shubert and the Great North- 
ern, said they would protest 
against the closing order. Mayor

Meanwhile, a “blue ribbon” in- 
quest jury of 11 engineers, safety, 
architectural and hotel manage- 
ment experts was named to in- 
vestigate the fire, to determine 
the cause and the reasons why 
the flames spread so rapidly from 
the lobby up the stairways and 
elevator shafts of the “fireproof” 
hotel. 

The inquest has been set for 
tomorrow. 

3 Floors Quickly Engulfed. 

Fire department officials said 
that hundreds of the 1100 guests 
in the hotel when the fire broke 
out knew nothing of the fire until 
fire engines arrived about 12:35 
a.m, The first three floors of the 
hotel were engulfed in flames a 
few minutes after the blaze was 
discovered, trapping scores of per- 
sons. Fire damage was confined 
mostly to the lower six floors. 
Damage to the upper floors was 
caused chiefly by smoke and 
water. 

Of the 58 dead, all but three 
had been identified, while 32 of 
approximately 200 injured re- 
mained in hospitals. Four were in 
serious condition. 

The hotel management said 
there was no delay m sending in 
an alarm and that all precautions 
had been taken to provide for the | 
public’s safety. Division Marshal | 
John L. Fenn, however, said there | 
was a delay of about 20 minutes | 
in sending in an alarm, | 

In Springfield, a legislative in- 
vestigation was requested in a res- 
olution adopted by the IIIInois 
State Senate and sent to the 
House.

An official said that sufficient 
evidence to try “some” already 
had been obtained in Germany by 
special investigators sent there by 
Attorney General Tom C. Clark.

NEW TEACHER 
PAY PLAN VOTED 
BY BOARD GROUP 


It Removes the Differ- 
ential Between Ele- 
mentary and High 
School Instructors. 


A new single salary schedule for 
teachers in the St. Louis public 
schools, effective next year, was 
approved last night by the instruc- 
tion committee of the Board of 
Education. The new schedule, if 
adopted by the board, would elimi- 
nate pay differences between ele- 
mentary and high school teachers 
and remove certain long-standing 
inequities in rates. 

Superintendent of Instruction 
Philip J. Hickey, who proposed the 
new schedule, said about 1650 of 
the 2800 teachers now employed 
would receive larger increases 
next year than they would nor- 
mally be entitled to under present 
arrangements, while no teacher 
would have a reduction. 


He said the cost of putting the | 


new schedule into effect would be 
approximately $309,865 while the 


additional $250 annual cost-of-liv- | 


ing increase recently approved by 
the board for one year will add 
$830,875 to the budget estimates 
for the instruction department. As 
a consequence, Hickey submitted a 
budget for the n year about 
$1,800,000 higher than that of last 
year. Instructional salaries were 
estimated at $9,457,544. The budget 
as well as the new salary sched- 
ule must receive the approval of 
the finance committee and the 
board as a whole. 
Abolitian of Differential. 

Hickey said the most important 
feature of the new schedule is the 
elimination of difference between 
elementary and high school teach- 
ers. 

“We are coming to realize,” he 
said, that the kindergarten 
teacher is just as important in the 
educational life of the child as 
the high school teacher. We be- 
lieve the new schedule will put a 
stop to the steady exodus of 
qualified teachers from the ele- 
mentary schools into the high 
schools to take advantage of the 
higher pay. The new schedule 
should have a stabilizing effect on 
the system.” 

Elementary school teachers at 
present can earn no more than 
$3100 if they have a Master of 
Arts degree. Under the new plan 
they can receive $4100 in their 
seventeenth year if their work is 
approved. 

Another important feature of 
the new schedule would be the 
correction of salary inequities that 
arose during the depression years 
when teachers entering the sys- 
tem were retained on probation 
for longer than the customary 
period. Their increment . has 
lagged behind that of other 
teachers in the system. 

This would be done by advanc- 
ing those teachers and principals 
appointed during the period from 
July 1, 1943, to June 15, 1945, who 
now receive $2650 or less, one year 
beyond the normal yearly incre- 
ment under the new schedule. 
Those appointed prior to July 1, 
1943, now receiving $2650 or less, 
would be advanced two years be- 
yond the normal increment. It is 
provided that no principal or 
teacher shall receive through such 
adjustments more than $2950 for 
the 1946-47 school year. 

Details of Schedule. 

The new teachers’ schedule be- 
gins at $1700 and increases $100 
annually through the sixth year 
to $2200, Thereafter, the annual 
increase is $150 through the 
twelfth year to $3100, The next 
annual increase is $200 bringing 
the qualified teacher to $4100 in 
the seventeenth year. 

Maximum for teachers with 
only 60 semester hours of credit 
would be $3100; those with 90 
hours could receive a maximum 
of $3300; possessors of a Bachelor 
of Arts degree could receive as 
high as $3500, and those with mas- 
ter’s degrees could attain the max- 
imum under the schedule of $4100. 

Principals below “A” class, that 
is, those with leas than 17 rooms 
under their supervision, folfow the 
teachers’ schedule, The schedule 
for other principals runs from a 
beginning salary of 34300 to a 
maximum of $6000 in the eighth 
year, with elementary principals 
limited to a top of $5000. 

For Abolishing Truant Officer. 

The committee also approved 
Hickey’s recommendation that 
the position of truant officer be 
abolished and that attendance of- 
ficers be classified hereafter as 
pupil welfare workers. Those 
with a teacher’s certificate would 
be assigned to home teaching du- 
ties in addition to their regular 
duties. These latter would be 
placed on the teachers’ schedule 
with a maximum of $3100. Those 
without certificates also would go 
on the teachers’ schedule but with 
a maximum of $2350.

Unless the House adds an emer- 
gency clause, which will necessi- 
tate return of the bill to the Sen- 
ate for adoption there, the act 
cannot go into effect until Oct. 1. 
As 23 Senate votes are required 
for an emergency clause, making 
-@ law effective immediately on its 
passage and approval by the Gov- 
ernor, the clause could not be en- 
acted in the Senate yesterday. 


Normally legislative acts do not 
become effective until 90 days 
after the final adjournment of the 
session of the Legislature in which 
they are passed, but the Constitu- 
tion authorizezs the Legislature to 
pass a resolution putting them 
into effect 90 days after the be- 
ginning of a recess of 30 days or 
more. It is expected the Legisla- 
ture will recess about July 1 until 
September or October, and that 
it will adopt the resolution under 
which the housing act will go into 
effect 90 days after that date. 


WEIMAR REPUBLIC 
MADE SECRET LOAN 
TO KRUPP TO REARM 


By DANIEL DE LUCE 


NUERNBERG, June 6 (AP)— 
Confiscated records of the Krupp 
dynasty bared today the secret 
origin of German rearmament in 
the supposedly defeated and bank- 
rupt Weimar Republic barely a 
year after the treaty of Versailles 
was signed and 13 years before 


Adolf Hitler came to power. 


Documents in Allied hands pro- 
vide evidence that a hush-hush 
$48,000,000 loan was made avail- 
able to Krupp’s in 1920 by a man 
who was Reich chancellor and 
finance minister. 


In 1940, when Germany had 
beaten France and was poised to 
invade England, the ex-chancellor 
wrote proudly from exile in Swit- 
gerland to old gun-maker Gustav 
Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach 
in his stone palace in the smoke- 
wreathed Ruhr. The letter, signed 
“Joseph Wirth” and recovered 
from the Krupp files in Essen, is 
regarded by Allied investigators 
as typifying brazenly the hidden 
partnership of industrial mag- 
mates and presumably democratic 
politicians to restore German mili- 
tary might. 

Attached to Wirth's letter was 
a confidential memorandum by 
one of Krupp’s staff which is ex- 

to figure prominently in 
any Allied trial of German indus- 
trialists. The memorandum stated 
that Wirth put $48,000,000 worth 
of marks at Krupp’s disposal at 
Mendelssohn and Co., Berlin, from 
which the money was transferred 
to an account carried under the 
mame “Custodia” in Amsterdam. 


The account was later “nour- 
fished by “early remittances from 
Stockholm in Swedish crowns 
which represented dividends for 
Bofors shares,” the memorandum 
concluded. “The Bofors shares had 
been paid for from Wirth's funds.”

Denies Neglect. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, June 6— 
Attorney General J. E. Taylor ap- 
peared before the Senate Agricul- 
ture Committee yesterday after- 
noon in opposition to the bill that 
would take supervision of state 
parks out of politics and place it 
under the non-political State Con- 

servation Commission, 
Republicans have charged that 
administration of the 31,782 acres 
of state parks has been political, 
and that the parks are in a de- 
plorable condition. They now are 
supervised by a board consisting 
of the Governor, Taylor and I. T. 
Bode, conservation director. Bode, 
however, has had no direct voice 


in the management of the parks. 

More than a year ago the Legis- 
lature passed an act abolishing the 
existing Park Board and creating 
a bipartisan board of six members, 
but the ‘bill was vetoed by the 
Governor. 

Senator Jasper Smith of Spring- 
field argued before the committee 
yesterday that the functions of the 
Conservation Commission and the 
Park Board were so closely re- 
lated there was constant overlap- 
ping of authority and friction, and 
that there was no occasion for two 
boards, 

“The parks have been horribly 
neglected and are in a deplorable 
condition,” he said. 

Charges Distrust of Board. 


He called attention to the fact 
that the House of Representatives 
had refused to approve an appro- 
priation of $400,000 for parks, not- 
withstanding it is required by the 
Constitution. He said this was 
due to a distrust by many legisla-

tors of proper functioning of a 
board whose members had other 
duties and with whom the parks 
were “a mere side line.” 

Senator H. R. Williams of Cass- 
ville, Republican floor leader, sup- 
ported the bill on the theory, he 
said, that it would iron out many 
difficulties that had arisen since 
the adoption of the conservation 
amendment in 1936. He said there 
had been an improvement in con- 
ditions in the parks under the 
Donnelly administration, but that 
they properly belonged under the 
Conservation Commission. 

“If our parks are made attrac- 
tive, if they are improved, they 
will be used by tourists from all 
of the country,” he said. That 


will mean a matter of many mil- 
lions of outside money coming 
into Missouri every year. They 
should be put under the Conserva- 
tion Commission, which can be ex- 
pected to operate them ef- 
ficiently.” 

Denies Charges of Neglect. 

Taylor denied there was a con- 
flict between the Commission and 
the Park Board, and that the 
parks had been neglected. He ad- 
mitted that many improvements 
could be made, and said that 
through the war years the board 


nad not been able to obtain the 


type of employes it desired. Hé 
said the board members were 
deeply interested in the parks and 
devoted much time to considering 


park problems. 


After adjournment of the com- 
mittee, Taylor said he doubted if 
the Legislature had authority to 
transfer the duties of the Park 
‘Board to the Conservation Com- 
mission. He said the Constitu- 
tion specifically set out the pow- 
ers and duties of the commission 
and he doubted that the Legisla- 
ture could add to them. 

Questioning by. members of the 
committee indicated that the 
Democratic members were dis- 
posed to oppose the bill and the 
Republicans to support it. If the

Criminal Penalty in

(AP)—The Louisiana State Sengte 
has passed unanimously a bill pro- 
viding criminal penalties for dis- 
honest racing practices. 

The bill, which now goes to the 
House, forbids use of chemicals, 
batteries, sponges, “pulling” of 
horses and other methods either 
to stimulate horses artificially or 
to cause them to lose races.

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Pittsburgh Players Threaten Strike Before Tomorrow’s Game 


Pirates Won't Oppose 
Giants Unless Guild 


Demands Are Met 


PITTSBURGH, June 6 (AP) — Major league baseball faces the 
threat of the first union strike in its long history here tomorrow 
night in a scheduled game between the Pittsburgh Pirates and the 


New York Giants. 


Robert Murphy, ruddy-faced 
labor relations director of the 
American Baseball Guild, an- 
~nounced last night the Pittsburgh 
Pirates had voted unanimously 
not to take the field against the 
Giants unless Bucs’ officials meet 
their demands for an immediate 
Collective bargaining election. 

He said he would telephone 
President William E. Benswanger 
today and ask him for his de 
cision 


Only a dramatic eleventh-hour 
session in the Pirates’ clubhouse 
kept the strike from coming off 
before last night’s game with 
Brooklyn, which the Dodgers won, 
5-3 


The rapid-fire developments fol- 
lowed a breakdown of a confer- 
ence earlier in the day at Ben- 
swanger's office, during which the 
Pirate management suggested the 
guild issue be deferred until the 
baseball season is over. 

Benswanger Heeds Ultimatum 

First word of the strike threat 
came shortly after 6 o’clock when 
Murphy met with the players and 
telephoned Pirate officials the 
players had voted to stay in the 
dressing room until Benswanger 
came to talk to them. If Ben- 
 ‘gwanger didn’t show up within an 
hour, Murphy said he wouldn't 
be responsible if the game did not 
go on. He said the players were 
ready to vote in that event. 

But Benswanger heeded the ul- 
Umatum and made his first trip 
to the Pirate clubhouse in 12 
years, while thousands of fans 
poured into Forbes Field unaware 
of the drama that was being 
enacted. 

Benswanger let Seward H. 
French Jr., his chief counsel, do 
most of the talking. But he did 
tell the players he thought he al- 
ways had been fair with them and 
would leave any decision up to 
them. 

French reiterated the club’s 
stand that recognition of the Guild 
should be postponed until the end 
of the baseball season. 

Murphy, addressing the players, 
asserted Pirate officials were “just 
stalling until the end of the year 
when they know the players will 
all be home and we can’t reach 

em.” 

He told them “the club could 
have signed an agreement this 
afternoon which would have facili- 
tated an election within five days.”

The OPA has its virtues and its 
defects.

Voters Keep One 


Eye on Truman, 


Other on Republican Hopetuls 


Valley People Jittery About Trend of Things 
—Political Winds on the Plains—Case of 
Representative Slaughter.

MILWAUKEE, June 6 (UP) 


HE rich Mississippi Valley is sultry with resentment against 


Te and a bit jittery about the trend of things in general. Re- 


sentment and fears are what you hear spoken riding the trains, 
airplanes and taxicabs up from the Cotton Belt through the Corn 
Belt and into the northern tier of states. 


The political winds are begin- 
ning to blow on the plains, too. 
People with good incomes are 
beefing about taxes. 

In a political sense the voters 
are becoming as restless as a fly- 
tortured bull. If someone with 
Franklin D. Roosevelt's political 
charm sprang up in the corn belt, 
a people eager for leadership 
would form a mighty army behind 
him. No Roosevelt is in sight. 

Instead, the voters cast one ap- 
praising glance at President Tru- 
man, A great many of them seem 
to have their fingers crossed on 
him, The other eye scans Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey of New York, 


former Gov. Harold E. Stassen of 


Minnesota, former Gov. John W. 
Bricker, of Ohio, and Senator Rob- 
ert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio. 


Iowa ran off a midwestern pri- 
mary this week but it had little 
national significance. 

June, July and August are com- 
ing up with some political boom- 
boom. out this way. Stassen has 
the most at stake. The young 
man is running himself breathless 
for the Republican presidential 
nomination although the time for 
formal announcement of his am- 
bition still is many months away. 
Last week Stassen barged into the 
Nebraska senatorial primary con- 
test. In a two-and-one-half-day 
tour of the state, Stassen told the 
voters that Gov. Dwight Griswold 
was the man Nebraska Republi- 
cans should send to the Senate. 

Senator Hugh Butler, also a Re- 
publican, is Griswold’s opponent. 
Butler is a so-called isolationist. 
Griswold follows Stassen’s policy 
of the utmost United States co- 
operation and participation in 
world affairs. The primary is 
June 11. If Butler licks Stassen's 
man, it will not do Stassen’s presi- 
dential prospects any good. 

In adjacent Minnesota, Gov. 
Edward Thye, is a hand-picked 
Stassen candidate for Republican 
senatorial nomination. He opposes 
Senator Henrik Shipstead (Rep.), 
Minnesota, who was a Farmer- 
Laborite once, himself. Here again 
is a test of upper Mississippi val- 
ley sentiment on foreign policy. 
Polls indicate that Thye will win. 
If the polls are wrong and both 
Griswold and Thye lose their pri- 
mary contests, Stassen will be 
finished as a 1948 Republican 
presidential nomination contender. 
Minnesota’s primary is on July 8. 


Here in Wisconsin the Repub- 
lican party is beating its ears off 
in a battle royal caused by Sena- 
tor Robert M. LaFollette. The 
Senator has just dissolved the Pro- 
gressive party to become a Repub- 
lican again. Republican State 
Chairman Thomas P. Coleman 
calls LaFollette a New Deal polit- 
ical hypocrite and seeks to bar 
him from the party. The G.O.P. 
state convention ignored LaFol- 
lette in making up its primary 
slate. He will be opposed for the 
Republican nomination by 36-year- 
old Circuit Judge Joseph McCar- 
thy. LaFollette says he will not 
run as an independent if he loses 
the primary. Election day is Aug. 
13. 


Laurence C. Eklund of the Mil- 
waukee Journal staff stirred the 
state more than somewhat the 
other day by reporting that Taft 
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had indorsed LaFollette's candi 
dacy for the Republican senatorial 
nomination, The report was repu- 
diated by Taft but Eklund came 
up with a photostat of the letter 
addressed to Lester J. Bradshaw 
of Milwaukee.

Speaking in favor of the lend- 
lease bill in 1941, he warned his 
colleagues of difficulties we might 
have with our allies.

W. Bequeathed 


a Serious Income lax Problem 
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was an official in a large and successful cor- 
poration whose growth created a number 
of substantial fortunes. His stock in that company, 
: acquired in its pioneering days, is now worth many 
times its cost. 
After the stock had enjoyed a huge increase in 
value he placed it in the joint names of himself and 
his wife. Some years later he died and she became 
the sole owner of the stock. One of the unfortunate 
consequences of his action in putting the stock in 
their joint names was that it made his original cost 
of the stock, her cost for income tax purposes. Had he 
‘left the stock to her under his will, either outright 
or in trust, ita value at the date of his death would 
have been the cost price for computing capital 
gains or losses for income tax purposes. If she sells 
the stock most of its value will be a capital gain, 
subject to income taxation, and her tax will be 
many times what it would be had she received the 
stock under his will and not as joint property. 


This was not the only tax disadvantage that re- 
sulted from W. placing his stock in joint names. 
When he did so he had to pay a gift tax based upon 
the value of the stock at the time it was placed in 


joint names. Upon W. 's death, the entire value of 
the stock was included in his estate for tax pur- 1 
poses. His estate, however, received a credit on 1 
this tax for the gift tax paid during his lifetime. 
Although the stock was taxed on W.'s death, it 
will be taxed again upon Mrs. W.’s death before 


passing to their children. 


If W. had given half of his stock outright to his 
wife at the time he placed it in their joint names 
and had left the balance of it in trust under his 
will, half of the stock would have been included 
in his estate and half of the stock in the estate of 
Mrs. W. for tax purposes, with the result that the 
tax burden would have been greatly reduced.

Italy’s Rebirth 


The Italian people’s rejection of the monarchy 
for a republic clears the way for a new resur- 
rection of their country, a twentieth century 
risorgimento in whose success every free people, 
and every people ambitious to be free, has a 
stake. 

To the many and serious problems it will have 
to solve, the republic will come with good augu- 
ries. The exemplary discipline of the referen- 
dum and election, the heavy vote, the ardent 
participation of the women in their first ballot, 
are positive assets of the free government that 
is about to be born. Communism was defeated 
conclusively, making it evident that the major- 
ity of the Italian people adhere to the Western 
traditions of government. 

Most of all, Italians can take heart and hope 
from their banishment of the incubus of the 
House of Savoy. As Umberto II follows into 
limbo Carol of Romania, Zog of Albania, Peter 
of Yugoslavia and Leopold of Belgium, the peo- 
ple of Italy are at last rid of one of the lecst 
palatable of all the monarchies. This is the 
House whose Victor Emmanuel II betrayed the 
patriots Garibaldi and Mazzini and the renas- 
cence they planned for Maly; whose Humbert 
murdered hungry Italians, rioting for bread; 
whose Victor Emmanuel III betrayed his coun- 
try into the hands of Mussolini and joined him 
in attacking Albania, Ethiopia, Greece and, 
jackal-like, prostrate France. A characteris- 
tic of the Savoys through all their long-drawn 
career,” writes one of Italy’s greatest democrats, 
G. A. Borgese, was the inability to merge in 
any unselfish ideal—national or other.” Italy 
is the richer for having seen the last of this 
motley crew of miserable mediocrities, cut- 
throats and traitors. 

Now that it turns its back on the monarchy 
and on the enslavements the monarchy stood 
for, and turns its face toward self-government, 
Italy will need the understanding and assistance 
of democratic nations as never before. 


The republic will not be an easy accomplish-. 


ment. It will be beset by the problems that 
vexed parliamentary government in the half- 
century between the rise of a unified Italy and 
the onset of Fascism: Geographical balkaniza- 
tion, unfamiliarity with self-government, lack of 
skill at government among the leaders, want of 
skill at citizenship among the people, and a glut 
of political parties, more than 30 in all—one of 
the faults on which the Weimar Republic of 
Germany foundered. 4 

The republic will have to guard, moreover, 
against the possibility of disaffection of the 
monarchist South from the republican North, 
and against the possibility that the monarchists 
may try to overturn the referendum on the 
grounds that 5,000,000 Italians (prisoners of 
war, residents of disputed, territories and 
others) had no chance to vote. In addition, 
popular government will bear the responsibility 
for bringing the country out of, bankruptcy in- 
duced by a quarter-century of Fascism and war. 

The United States and Britain and France 
pre-eminently have a responsibility as well as 
a self-interest in the successful working-out of 
the Italian republic) The Weimar Republic 
might have succeeded if the successful and rich 
republics had helped enough. They did not 
help enough, and Nazism. was the consequence. 

Italy is going to need friends, stanch and able 
and dependable; and if she cannot find them 
where she wants them, she may be driven to tak- 
ing them where she can get them. The fledgling 
republic that is about to come into being is not 
the child of Italy alone; it is the child of free- 
dom everywhere. May the democracies resolve 
that it shall succeed if the power lies within 
them to make it succeed! 
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Inflation on July 1? 


If we intend to sell out the publie inter- 
est in an effort to please the pressure 
groups, let's be honest about it. Let's elimi- 
nate price and rent control once and for all. 


With good reason does Chester Bowles thus 
characterize the Senate Banking Committee’s 
work on the OPA extension bill. For the com- 
mittee threatens to ruin price control by ex- 
empting meat and dairy products and turning 
other foods over to Secretary Anderson, an in- 
flationist and faithful friend of the farm bloc. 
And it is still occupied by similar business. 

In less than four weeks, then, this country 
may witness the commencement of an inflation- 
ary disaster. In that case, hunger, cold, ragged 
clothing lie ahead for millions of Americans. 
Then the organized workers will strike again for 
wages, and production, the sovereign cure of 
inflation, will be dealt still more blows. When 
the devil take the hindmost is the rule of con- 
duct and the very price of welfare, no one could 
blame anyone for striking. And then depression. 

The hope today for effective price control has 
become as gloomy as Mr. Bowles’s words imply. 
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Usurious Loan Rates 

The choice between Missouri Senate and 
House bills on interest rates is between greater 
and lesser evil. The Senate small-loan gates 
(30 per cent on the first $150, 24 on the next 
$150 and 8 on the next $1100) are almost as 
extortionate as the old law. The House bill is 
unreasonable in the first bracket (24 per cent on 
the first $100) but reasonable on the second (8 
per cent). If the first-bracket rate were cut to, 
say, 16, or possibly even 12 per cent, it would 


still leave an ample margin for underwriting and 


investigation cost plus an interest return com- 
mensurate with the risk. 

The Senate bill has other evils. The country 
over, automobile finance companies have done 
a big and highly profitable business in new-car 
and old-car mortgages at 12 per cent true inter- 
est. The Senate. however, provides for 16 per 
cent—plus 2 pez cent for investigation and 5 
per cent for “hazard,” or 23 per cent in all. 

In similar usurious vein, the Senate author- 
izes loans by banks at 16 per cent true interest 
on the first $400, 12 on the next $400 and 8 on 
the next $1100. Yet the banks are accustomed 
to making personal loans on much lower rates 
than these. And the people of Missouri, when 
they voted in the new Constitution, depended 
on bank competition to force down the out- 
rageous small-loan-company rates. 

Item by item and altogether, the Senate bill 
is intolerable. If either is to be enacted, the 
House bill should be. Even it is too high on 
the first $100. The Legislature is still friendly 
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to lenders and unfriendly to borrowers. Some 
day, perhaps, the people who may some day have 
to borrow, being in the greater number, will 
acquire the gumption to make loan rates a first- 
class campaign issue. 
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An Administrative Boner 


It seems unbelievable that a President occu- 
pied with such intricate and overriding prob- 
lems as organizing the peace, preventing or set- 
tling strikes and keeping a hand on price con- 
trol would have time to acquire the intimate 
knowledge necessary to say just what airlines 
should and should not be certified to fly to vari- 
ous points in the Caribbean and South America, 

Yet in the allocation of these air routes, Presi- 
dent Truman has disregarded the findings of 
the Civil Aeronautics Board, which has become 
known as one of our ablest administrative tri- 
bunals, and acted on his own impulse. The 
President changed four of the Latin American 
routes on his own initiative, and the CAB made 
two more changes upon pressure from the 


President. 


Under any circumstances, PreSident Truman’s 
action would have been an affront to the CAB, 
and to the whole body of administrative tri- 
bunals upon which the Government necessarily 
relies more and more as it assumes greater au- 
thority in managing the complex national econ- 
omy. The offense is aggravated in this instance 
because the President acted with questionable. 
authority. The law empowers the President to 
review the findings of the CAB, but it does not 
say that he has the right to toss out the board's 
findings and substitute his own. 

The situation is further complicated by the 
fact that Colonial Air Lines, one of the compa- 
nies profiting from the President’s revisions, 
recently acquired as a director William Boyle, 6 
Washington attorney, who is a former secretary 
of Mr. Truman, Are we hearing here the name 
of a minor league Pauley or Allen? 

Be that as it may, the principle of independent 
administrative tribunals has been encroached 
upon and the CAB has been slighted and hu- 
miliated. 


Cheap Bonus Politics 

Illinois, according to Lyle C. Wilson of United 
Press, is certain to pass some kind of soldier 
bonus. The only remaining question is whether, 
as Gov. Green’s Republican machine insists, the 
veterans shall pay it to themselves through in- 
creased taxes or, as Mayor Kelly’s Democrats 
hold, the money should be extracted from the 
State Treasury and the burden shifted to the 
veterans’ children. The American Legion's po- 
litical-minded National Commander John Stelle 
favors a 10 per cent special tax on hotel rooms. 

In Missouri, but only for the moment, the 
danger is less acute. The proposed measure to 
put a sales-tax-doubling constitutional amend- 
ment on the ballot failed in the House Tuesday 
only for want of. a constitutional majority. If 
the ratio had run the same way in a session at- 
tended by 139 members or more, the amend- 
ment would have been approved. There is little 
doubt that it will be tried again. 

Thus do cheap politicians try to buy votes 
from a certain kind of veteran whose vote can 
be bought cheap. State governments could be 
doing a number of constructive things for vet- 
erans. But these men can think of nothing 
better contrived to advance their own fortunes 
than a cash distribution at a period when few 
of the recipients would need it, at an inflation- 
ary interval when the amount of cash already 
in circulation is pure dynamite. 


Speak for Yourself, Winnie 

Winston Churchill, leader of His Majesty's 
Loyal Opposition, warned the Soviet in his 
speech in Parliament yesterday that “it cannot 
be in the interest of Russia to go on irritating 
the United States,” and that “the American 
eagle” is “a strong bird with formidable beak 
and claws.” All of which sounds very much 
like the boyhood exhortation: “Let’s you and 
him fight.” 

Mr. Churchill is a virtuoso in the art of the 
gentle prod to the United States, particularly 
in the field of its foreign policy. He is, further- 
more, an eloquent spokesman. We suggest, 
though, that it would be better for the United 
States Government to speak for itself, particu- 
larly if there is any saber-rattling, beak-screech- 
ing or ‘claw-waving to be done. After all, how 
would Mr. Churchill like for roars on behalf of 
the British lion to be issued by his opposite 
number over here, the Honorable Robert A. Taft? 


For Sanitarium Transfer 

Objections to the transfer of City Sanitarium 
to the State seem to boil down to two, neither 
with much substantial foundation. 

The relatives and friends of some patienis 
fear that they will be moved to other institu- 
tions. That fear is groundless. The St. Louis 
institution must be kept in operation, for the 
State itself has no surplus mental hospital ca- 
pacity. It is common sense and good economy 
—and also long-established State policy—to hos- 
pitalize patients near their homes. On top of all 
that, clear official pledges have been given that 
the St. Louis patients will stay where they are. 

Some fear that the State will not give as 
good care as the city. That point once had 
some merit. Under a recent act of the Legis- 
lature, however, the State’s institutions go under 
a bona fide merit system of employment which 
should at least equal St. Louis’s system. In- 
deed, the State should be able to provide the 
better staff and equipment, for the State is 
rich and the city is in straitened circumstances. 

This precise difference in fortune is why the 
transfer to the State cannot wait longer. The 
State’s revenue system is designed to provide 
for hospitalized mental illness; the city’s sys- 
tem is not, and so long as the State continues 


the present policy which is in force everywhere, 


except in St. Louis, it cannot be so designed. 
It is urgent, therefore, that the city quit carry- 
ing the heavy $700,000 annual expense of the 
sanitarium. 

Thus the only objection left is the fear to 
any kind of change, even when it so plainly 
promises to be for the better. With full sym- 
pathy for the concerned relatives who entertain 
that fear, the Board of Aldermen should act at 
once to pass the ordinance of transfer. 
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Carroll Reece's Attack on the FCC

Carroll Reece, chairman of the Republi- 
can National Committee, delivered a scath- 
ing attack on the report issued on March 7 
this year by the Federal Communications 
Commission. The FCC report told of the 
decline in broadcasting standards in the 
last five years and warned broadcasters 
that in the future their performance would 
be compared with their original promises 
when the time came to renew their li- 
censes. 


It's a highly controversial document, but 
Mr. Reece’s attack on it was so biased and 
so misinformed I feel some correction is 
called for. In his talk, which was broad- 
cast over the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem, Mr. Reece said: “The only explanation 
of government wanting to control radio is 
that it wants to control the thoughts of 
the people.” 


That’s a foolish remark, Mr. Reece. Gov- 
ernment controls radio in all countries, in 
Europe by government ownership, in this 
country by government control through the 
FCC. The FCC is the successor to the 
Federal Radio Commission which was es- 
tablished at the personal request of Her- 
bert Hoover, a member of Mr. Reece’s par- 
ty. 


Law Bans Thought-Control“ 


As for “control of thought,” no segment 
of the FCC report, or of any other FCC re- 
port, ever hinted at such a thing. The FCC 
is specifically forbidden by the Communi- 
cations Act of 1934 from imposing any cen- 
sorship and leans over backwards to avoid 
doing so. The FCC insists that a certain 
amount of time be devoted to news and 
opinion, but the content of news programs 
varies from the extreme left of Johannes 
Steel to the extreme right of Upton Close. 


Mr. Reece contended that the FCC should 
divest itself of what he called “this self- 
appointed responsibility” to review the gen- 
eral nature of radio programs by “admin- 
istering the Federal Communications Act 
in the manner intended by Congress when 
the law was passed.” 


Well, what was the intent of Congress 
when the law was passed, Mr. Reece? The 
act directs the commission to “prescribe 
the nature of the service to be rendered 
by each class of licensee station and each 
station within any class... as public in- 
terest, convenience or necessity requires.” 


What does “nature of service” mean if 
not radio programs, which are the only 
service a radio station has to offer? Be- 
sides, the right of the commission to re- 
view the types of programs intended by 
applicants for radio licenses was fully dis- 
cussed at the public hearings which pre- 
ceded passage of the Communications Act. 


Mr. Reece Is Suspicious 


Several Senators expressed themselves 
fully in favor of such review and so, I 
might add, did the National Association of 
Broadcasters, which said it was the “mani- 
fest duty” of the FCC to insist that broad- 
casters devote some time to certain types 
of public service programs. 


Mr. Reece went on to say that the com- 
mission was striving to raise the cultural 
level of broadcasting. “I always get sus- 
picious,“ he said, when anyone is trying 
to elevate my level of culture. One thing 
that bothers me about this uplift proposi- 
tion is that so many of the programs in 
which the commission seems interested 
have a political slant favorable to the pres- 
ent Administration in Washington.”

What programs are you talking about, 
Mr. Reese? In its March 7 report, the FCC 
urged that more time be devoted to sus- 
better sort in 
order to fill the listening needs of minor- 
ity groups whose level of culture is higher 
than average. As examples of good sus- 
taining programs, the report mentioned 14 
public service programs carried by the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Co. during the week 
of April 23, 1944, 


No Slant in Sustainers 


Those 14 were “Commando Mary,” of 


women at war; “National Radio Pulpit,” a 


religious program; “Labor for Victory,” a 
CIO program; “University of Chicago Round 
Table,” a forum; “Lands of the Free,” a 
drama about Indians in Canada; “The Pa- 
cific Story,” a drama about the eclipse of 
Hirohito; United States Navy, Marine Corps 
and Army Air Forces band programs (the 
last twice); “United States Coast Guard on 
Parade”; “Words at War,” a drama; “The 
Baxters Invest in Health,” an éducational 
program; and “War Telescope,” a news 
program originating In London. 


Of 14, only one—the CIO program—could 
conceivably be construed as having a slant 
favorable to the Administration. And with- 
in the last year, the CIO’s slant on the Ad- 
ministration has become anything but fa- 
vorable. 


The FCC report is a controversial docu- 
ment but I doubt whether Mr. Reece’s talk 
contributed much to the public understand- 
ing of this vital issue. Mr. Reece even 
missed the issue itself. 


The issue, in its simplest terms, is that 
the air waves belong to you and me, the 
listener, and that the FCC is our represen- 
tative to prevent that valuable property 
from falling wholly under the control of 
the advertisers. And, while the FCC keeps 
a watchful eye on the broadcasters, you 
and I should keep a watchful eye on the 
FCC to see that it never oversteps its broad 
powers,

We see where some scientists have been 
checking up on the phrase “cool as a cu- 
cumber.”

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Macchiavelli and Borgias 


“Then and Now,” by W. Somerset Maugham. (Den- 
bleday & Co., Garden City, New York.) 

This is a short historical novel revealing 
the character and temperament of Macchi- 
avelli. The reader will find it an 
comedy of a quality best labelled Rabelai- 
sian, as befits an Italian Renaissance peri- 
od piece. Maugham tells his story with 
all his accustomed skill as a narrator and 
gift for deft character portrayal. It is 
pleasant to -find it so much briefer than 
the Tolstoyan mammoths which have been 
inflicted on us in recent years. 

The book is, however, so much more 
than fiction that the reader should be 
warned against dismissing it as such. What 
Mr. Maugham presents is historical fact. 
He has divided it into two parts as the ti- 
tle suggests; but the first part is just one 
line long: ‘Plus ca change, plus c’est la 
meme chose.’ After this cynical observa- 
tion on the changelessness of human na- 
ture, the novel concerns itself wholly with 
“then.” The reader is left to fill in for 
himself the missing word pictures of now.“

But this should not be difficult. The ap- 
positeness of present-day events to those 
in the sixteenth century and the “salutary 
lessons to be learned from the reflections 
they occasioned in Macchiavelli’s lucid 
brain” will not be lost on anyone. The Hit- 
lers and Mussolinis of our day had a pro- 
totype in Caesar Borgia, vividly described 
in these pages, the bandit prince who was 
for a brief spell the terror of Italy. 

Macchiavelli is chiefly remembered for 
his celebrated work, The Prince“ —that 
manual of advice for all who undertake to 
rule their fellow-men. So devilish has 
seemed the philosophy expounded in that 
book that until some etymologist discov- 
ered the older Norse word ‘Nyck,’ it was 
generally supposed that our familiar name 
for the Devil, ‘Old Nick,’ was only an ab- 
breviation of the Italian writer’s first name. 

But Macchiavelli only put into his book 
lessons of “practical” statecraft learned 
first hand when his government, the Re- 
public of Florence, sent him on a diplomatic 
mission to the court of Borgia. The story 
of that mission is told in “Then and Now.”

Not a Vicious Bill. 


Of course, there are men around 
the President who continue to 
urge him to sign the bill. They 
argue that thereby he would show 
his independence and appeal to a 
much wider segment of opinion. 
Their pressure might be such as to 
persuade the President to change 
his mind before the deadline of 
June 12, but it is unlikely. 

The Case bill could never be 
Wescribed as a vicious bill. But 
the Senate added certain provi- 
sions of doubtful workability, in- 
cluding the cooling-off period, 
which could apparently be circum- 
vented by unions determined to 
strike without reference to the 
mediation process. 

Then, facing up to the political 
music, the President knows that 
the weight of politics is all on the 
side of a veto. A message can 
be a forceful argument with those 
who are opposing the third-party

The third-party debate is a very 
real continuing one, with much 
depending on its outcome, Per- 
haps the strongest opponent is 
Sidney Hillman, who insists that 
such a move would serve only to 
insure the election of a reaction- 
ary Republican, He is backed in 
this by Secretary of Commerce 
Henry A. Wallace. 


Wallace Stands by Truman. 


By an interesting coincidence, 
Wallace was speaking in New 
York on the same night that 
President Truman went to the na- 
tion on the radio in the rail- 
strike crisis, Wallace was speak- 
ing at the tenth anniversary din- 
ner of the American Labor party. 

In his speech he gave strong 
support to President Truman. His 
audience was made up largely of

by liberals who deserted the labor 
party of being under Communist 
domination. This audience was 
startled to hear Wallace say: 

“I believe in the two-party sys- 
tem. I want the party I belong 
to—the Democratic party—to be 
the progressive party. The Amer- 
ican Labor party cannot, of 
course, elect delegates to the 
Democratic conventions. This les- 
sens your influence. Any progres- 
sive third party which attempts 
to operate will find, because of 
the laws in most states, that it 
will guarantee a reactionary vic- 
tory by dividing the votes of pro- 
gressives.” 


This was all the more surpris- 
ing since Wallace himself had be- 
come involved in the election 
campaign of Johannes Steel, de- 
feated American Labor party can- 
didate for Congress in New York 
City. 


A Campaign Document. 


Wallace’s aides explain his in- 
volvement in this way. They say 
that Steel wrote to him declaring 
he intended to go into politics 
and that Wallace wrote a letter 
approving the step. This was 
never intended as an endorsement 
of Steel’s candidacy. 

In his hotel room after his May 
24 speech, Wallace was challenged 
by some who had heard him. They 
cited Truman’s radio address as 
evidence that the Secretary of 
Commerce would have to desert 
the Democrats for a third party. 


But Wallace held his ground. 
He tald them he intended to work 
for progressivism within the party 
unless he was forced out by one 
of two events. One would be a 
national scandal within the Ad- 
ministration. The other would be 
an apparent determination to go 
to war with Russia, which would 
compel Wallace to get out and 
fight for peace. 3 

Elmer Benson, chairman of 
PAC’s executive committee, is one 
who is working hardest for a 
third party. Harold L. Ickes, as

Army Board Clears Medical 
Staff of Laxity on War 
Wife Transport. 


WASHINGTON, June 6 (AP)— 
A special board of inquiry reported 
yesterday that laxity in cleanliness 
on the part of mothers contributed 
to the spread of an intestinal dis- 
ease on the Army ship Zebulon B. 
Vance which resulted in the death 
of eight babies of war wives. 
The board reported that the ship 
and its hospital area were “scrupu- 
lously clean”; and that there was 
no neglect of the medical staff 


which contributed to spread of the 
disease, “nor were any members 
of the medical staff intoxicated.” 
The report said there was testi- 
mony from doctors and nurses 
that the mothers in general were 
personally unclean, that some slept 
in their clothes, permitted babies 
to suck on dirty pacifiers, used 
non-sterile nursing botlles, fed the 
infants irregularly and were care- 


less with soiled diapers. 


The board recommended that no 
infant under one year be em- 
barked from the European theater, 
and that more thorough physical 
examinations be given mothers 
and infants before they sail. 

The report, made public by the 
War Department, said the cause 
of the disease has not been defi- 
nitely established. It said obser- 
vation indicated a resemblance to 
epidemic infantile diarrhea, sum- 
mer diarrhea or cholera infantum.

“Our State Forests 
Need Your Help“ 


By Leonard Hall 


E have just started reading Linnie Marsh 
Wolfe's interesting and well-documented life 
of John Muir, the great Scotch-American 
maturalist of the late nineteenth century. “Son 
of the Wilderness” 
tells of Muir’s boy- 
hood and of his 
long life spent in 
the cause of conser- 
vation during an 
era keynoted by the 
exploitation and de- 
struction of many 
of America's re- 
sources. It is in- 
spiring to read this 
intimate story of a 
scientist who early 
realized that all 
men were, in the 
end, “children of 
nature” and depen- 
dent upon the work- 
ing of universal natural laws, rather than upon 
man-made theories of sociology and economics, 
John Muir was an ecologist, long before the 
term had been given meaning in the scientist’s 
vocabulary. “Everything,” he declared, “is 
hitched to everything else; each for all and all 
for each.” Probably no man more than He is 
responsible for those wilderness areas which our 
Government has preserved as a perpetual heri- 
tage for the American people. A “supersalesman 
of nature,” he has been called and we could do 
with more like him in this day when so many 
people have the will—and need only the knowl- 
edge and guidance—to carry forward the task 
of restoring and preserving the nation’s sources 
of real wealth.

THIS YEAR we Missourians have ag opportu- 
nity to do something constructive about the for- 
ests of our state. As has been pointed out many 
times, we have more than 15,600,000 acres of land 
throughout the Ozark region which has little 
value except for its timber-growing potential. 
Through bad handling of this timberland, which 
includes overlogging, overgrazing and annual 
burning, we have reduced the yield from our 
forests to around 25 cents an acre. It is estimated 
by competent forest technicians, based on re- 
sults already obtained in the Clark and Mark 
Twain National Forests and on small areas of 
state-owned land, that a forest revenue of at 
least 88 an acre could be obtained under good 
management conditions. This revenue would 
normally come from the selective harvesting 
of matured timber and from livestock grazing by 
the farmers of the Ozark region.

THE FORESTRY DEPARTMENT of our 
Conservation Commission, operating with the 
few dollars it can afford to appropriate from rev- 
enue on hunting and fishing licenses, plus a 
small federal grant, has made a good start at 
rehabilitating these forests. It has organized 
some 3,000,000 acres of privately owned land into 
seven Fire Protection Districts, many of which 
adjoin the 2,000,000 acres of natural forest. By 
means of these Fire Protection Districts, where 
fire-fighting crews operate under the direction of 
trained district foresters, the commission has 
done a remarkable job in this field of fire pre- 
vention. Already, on the area covered, the per- 
eentage of timberland burned over each year 
shows a tremendous decrease.

UNFORTUNATELY; four months of dry 
weather at the beginning of this year set’ the 
scene for the worst forest fires Missouri has 
known in many seasons. By the time the May 
rains started, 822 fires had burned over nearly 
100,000 acres in the State Fire Protection Dis- 
tricts alone. Since the minimum damage by 
such fires is to destroy this year’s growth and 
grazing potential, this means a loss of in the 
neighborhood of $300,000 to the people of this 
state. There were also heavy additional losses 
in the 2,000,000 acres of national forest—while 
the 6,000,000 acres of privately owned timberland 
which have no fire protection whatever showed 
an even greater area destructively burned, To 
place the total loss in timber and grazing re- 
sources caused by this spring’s fires at $1,000, 
000 would be putting the figure on the conserva- 
tive side,

THE U. S. FOREST SERVICE and the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Association of State For- 
esters estimate that approximately five cents an 
acre per year is necessary to give Missouri’s tim- 
berland adequate fire protection. On the basis of 
15,600,000. acres, this expenditure would total 
around $800,000 in federal allotments to Missouri 
for fire fighting alone. Actually, in years past, 
our State Forestry Department has had a total 
revenue of aboyt $60,000 from hunting and fish- 
ing license revenue and $35,000 from the Federal 
Government. This has financed the entire state 
forestry program and indicates what an inade- 
quate job we Missourians are doing. The depart- 
ment has requested an appropriation from the 
general revenue of the state for the current bien- 
nium amounting to $200,000, and it is obvious that 
if this appropriation is approved and supple- 
mented by federal and other funds, our Forestry 
Department wili forge ahead in great strides.

Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


ANNED peaches of high quali- 
C ty are one of the most versa- 

tile of all preserved products. 
Such peaches chilled in the un- 
opened tin or jar can be served 
in a jiffy either as a dessert or a 
salad. One feature of ideal canned 
peaches is that they have been 
packed in an ample quantity of 
syrup to give the fruit the appea 
ance of being plump, juicy ahd 
tender. With some cream poured 
into the amber syrup to add at- 
tractive eddies or waves of white 
and crisp almond or vanilla fla- 
vored cookie to accompany it, one 
has a satisfying finish to any 
luncheon or dinner. 

To make a tempting peach 
salad, the fruit should also be 
chilled right in the container. 
The lettuce or other greens need to 
be crisp and chilly and arranged 
on the plates. To give the salad 
its freshest possible appearance, 
lift the shimmering topaz colored 
peach halves right out of the 
syrup over to the center of the 
greens and slide it down spon- 
taneously. Have the filling made 
and chilled and spoon it out and 
drop immediately into the hollow 
of the peach halves, Let the fill- 
ing remain where it drops, re- 
fraining from any urge to do some 
poking and pushing around, That 
overworked look is just what 
makes a salad so ordinary. Let- 
ting spontaneity rule your move- 
ments produces the unusual vir- 
gin freshness that adds the irre- 
sistible appeal to salads. This 
peach salad would be pronounced 
good any day in the year. 

Stuffed Peach Salad. 


Three ounce package cream 
cheese, one-fourth cup salad dress- 
ing, one teaspoon sugar, dash salt, 
two tablespoons chopped celery, 
one-fourth cup washed seedless 
raisins, No. 2% tin peach halves, 
lettuce. 

Combine cream cheese, salad 
dressing, sugar and salt and blend 
until dreamy and smooth. Add cel- 
ery and raisins and mix well. Drop 
stuffing in hollow portion of peach 
half and serve on lettuce leaf. 
Four servings.

Breakfast: Canned figs, milk 
toast (raisin bread), bacon, Lunch- 
eon: Assorted cold meats, broccoli 
with mayonnaise topping, tomato 
wedge salad, fresh raspberries 
with cream. Dinner Escalloped 
tomatoes, creamed potatoes, but- 
tered new peas, stuffed peach 
salad, celery curls, vanilla ice 
cream with chocolate sauce, 

Mayonnaise Topping. 

Combine one-half cup mayon- 
naise, one teaspoon grated lemon 
rind, one tablespoon lemon juice, 
one tablespoon finely sliced green 
onions, one-fourth teaspoon pap- 
rika and one-eighth teaspoon salt. 
Place in top of double boiler and 
cook over boiling water for 7-10 
minutes, or until mixture is hot 
through. Serve over any vege- 
table such as broccoli, cauliflow- 
er, green beans, etc. Makes one- 
half cupful.

N Brooklyn yesterday afternoon, 
[tne Red Cross held a unique 

fashion show. The organization 
displayed samples of the garments 
which are being made in Red 
Cross workrooms. These are given 
to people in this country when 
disasters occur, and are also dis- 
tributed in Europe and Asia. 
Thousands of layettes, clothes for 
grown-ups and for children have 
come out of sewing rooms all over 
the United States, though the par- 
ticular garments shown yesterday 
in Brooklyn were products of the 
workers in that area, 

At the peak of wartime needs, 
more than 20,000 women in Brook- 
lyn wore Red Cross production 
uniforms. This show yesterday 
was an appeal to these women to 
return to the job of producing 
clothes for civilian populations, 
even though the war has come to 
an end, Such an appeal must be 
needed in many parts of the coun- 
try where women feel that the 
great effort they put forth during 
the war can now be decreased. 
The Red Cross is emphasizing that 
the demands made upon the or- 
ganization are stil] very heavy. 


YESTERDAY AFTERNOON I 
attended the annual meeting of 
Wiltwyck School for boys. We 
heard again some of the stories 
which make one feel that there is 
still much to be done to make our 
civilization successful, 


They told us of one little boy 
sent to the school who at first 
was afraid of everything and of 
everyone. His parents, both of 
whom drank, did not care about 
him. His father beat his mother 
and, if the boy was in sight, he 
was beaten too. This drove the 
mother away from home, and the 
little boy became a waif in the 
New York City streets, stealing 
and begging what food and shel- 
ter he could and going home only 
on rare occasions, 


Finally, the law caught up with 


him, and the courts sent him to 
Wiltwyck. They said that he 
might be mentally defective and 
unable to learn since, at the age 
of 9, he could neither read nor 
write and did not know how to 
learn, But after six months at 
the school, with a great deal of 
personal attention, he has become 
an almost normal little boy. He is 
so excited about his ability to learn 
that he wants to help anyone else

The older ones 
go to camps, get jobs on farms, in 
shops, or in some field toward 
which their gifts and tendencies 
slant them, No child is to be left 
to his own devices. 


Some children must stay home 
under the supervision of their 
mothers. The easiest way to take 
care of them is to establish a firm 
routine at once; time to rise, time 
for breakfast, chores, play, lunch; 
afternoon recreation, such as a 
trip to the beach, to the woods, a 
picnic; rest, evening meal, quiet 
play, bath and bed. Once some 
such schedule is set, the mother 
will find that things will go along 
rather smoothly. Not that life in 
a family of active children is ever 
smooth, but it will be possible and 


happy. 
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THE MAIN THING is to teach 
the children that these weeks dur- 
ing which there is no school are 
precious weeks for growing and 
learning. Much is to be learned 
in whatever place they spend those 
weeks. Set a goal for each child. 
The older ones should decide on 
their summer jobs and set a pur- 
pose for their earnings. The 
younger ones are going to read 
some good books, learn some fine 
poetry, tend a garden, care for a 
pet, help with home chores, so 
that each child gets full value out 
of the summer months instead of 
cultivating, habits that will hinder 
him for time to come.

7-Year-Old Master of Boogie Woogie 


Sugar Chile Robinson, in Concert Here Tonight, Genuine Child Prodigy

IS name is Frank (“Sugar 
He Robinson. He is seven 
years old, His mother gave 
him the ‘Sugar Chile” name when 
he was still in his cradle. He's 
hardly bigger now, if it is from 
down to up that you're looking, 
than when he was in his cradle, 
His shoulders, though, are square, 
and his chest and belly are those 
of a child athlete’s. And, ever 
since he was a year and a half old, 
he has been an authentic prodigy 
at the piano. Not, however, until 
about a year ago, was he “recog- 
nized” by a world that has shown 
itself willing, since, to pay him as 
much as $5000 a concert. He was 
sitting in a corner of an audition 
room in a Detroit theater during a 
boogie-woogie contest for amateurs 
pen pior to his discovery.

the kid looked up from his wild 
rhythms a moment o say, “How’m 
I doing, Mr. President?”

How It Started 
By Jean Newton 


“THAT’S THE TICKET!” 
6 ICK ET.“ which in this case 
seems so thoroughly Amer- 
ican slang, is an old Eng- 
lish word deriving from the 
French! 

“Ticket made its written debut 
in English in the first quarter of 
the sixteenth century as “tiket” or 
“etiket,” from the French “eti- 
quet.” This originally had refer- 
ence to a notice in the nature of 
a legal document, appearing on 
the gate of a court, which pro- 
claimed among other information, 
seizure of an inheritance. 

From this sense of public notice 
stemmed various meanings. Even 
in those early days, “tiket” de- 
noted a placard, a label, a show 
card, even a voucher. Toward the 
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end of the seventeenth century it 
was applied to a document which 
evidenced that its holder was en- 
titled to certain services or privi- 
leges; hence,’ usages like railway 
ticket, theater ticket. ö 

“Ticket” also was the name of 
the receipt for payment of A 
chance in a lottery—and it is per- 
haps in allusion to the winning 
chance that we have the expres- 
sion, That's the ticket!”—mistak- 
enly conceived to be an American- 
ism—which we use in the sense of 
“That’s the correct thing,” or 
“That’s what is expected or 
wanted.” 


At the beginning of the eight- 
eenth century, “ticket” was ap- 
plied to a list of candidates for 
election. The intrinsic allusion 
was to the fact that the names 
were printed on a poster or 
“ticket,” but gradually the term 
lost this significance and had ref- 
erence more directly to the indi- 
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viduals named. Indeed, this usage 
possibly inspired our modern 
American slang phrase, “that’s the 
ticket,” originally meaning “that’s 
just what you (the voters?) 
want!”

general. That being so, he 
does not wait for the enemy to 
attack and exploit his weakness; 
he boldly sallies out on an attack 
of his own. Consider this typical 
illustration:

The bidding was identical at all 
six tables of this duplicate game, 
as follows: 

North East 
1 diamond Pass 
2 spades Pass 
Pass Pass 


At five tables the West players 
seemingly with a single mind, 
opened a low heart, and after that 
their respective adversaries had 
an easy time of it. In every case 
the lead was ducked in dummy 
and East had to play the ace, or 
concede the trick to South’s jack. 
At three tables the ace was played 
and a club was returned, thus 
holding declarer to his contract, 
At two tables, East tried the des- 
peration finesse of the heart ten, 
and this gave the declarers an 
easy play for eleven tricks, 


At the remaining one table the 
contract was actually defeated! 
Moreover, this was through no 
fault on the part of declarer; it 
was simply due to the more ag- 
gressive opening lead of the West 
player. This West, with the dia- 
mond bid on his left, did not wait 
for his queen to be finessed or 
ruffed out, boldly, and with full 
logic, he opened the diamond nine, 
It was almost inevitable that this 
lead should have fixed the de- 
clarer. Apparently, West had 
opened a singleton or a doubleton, 
hence the finesse would be far 
too dangerous. Declarer put up 
the king, drew trumps in two 
rounds, then returned his re- 
maining diamond to the ace and 
led the jack through East. When 
the latter followed with a low 
card, declarer confidently dis- 
carded a heart, and was horrified 
when West pounced on the trick 
with the diamond queen. West 
now shifted to a heart. Desper- 
ately, declarer put up the king, 
hoping it would hold, but East 
won with the ace, and his club 
shift gave the defenders the set- 
ting trick.
